| First Program In Judaism . 
Given Christian Teachers

CLEVELAND— A pioneering 
effort to provide teachers in 
Christian church schools with in- 
formation about Judaism was 
jaunched this week by Rabbi Bar- 
nett M. Brickner of Cleveland’s 
huge Euclid Avenue Temple. 

Rabbi Brickner, who was 
among the first to start institutes 
on Judaism for Christian clergy- 
men, explained that such institu- 
tes were excellent but that ex- 
pansion of the work was needed. 

He said that most ministers 

have some familiarity with Ju- 
daism through their seminary 
training. 
. “It is, however, essential to 
reach down to the Sunday school 
teachers because the majority of 
them have had little, if any, orien- 
tation about the Jewish back- 
ground of the subjects they 
teach,” he said. 

Some 400 teachers have made 
reservations for the first insti- 
tute in Judaism for principals and 
teachers, who come into closest 
eontact with children during their 
formative years. 

The Cleveland Church Federa- 
tion of Greater Cleveland, through 
Its Religious Education Fellow-

Temple officials said they be- 
lieved that for many of the 
teachers the Institute will be their 
first exposure to a Jewish wor- 
ship service and the first f al 
lecture in their exporignee iron 
rabbi on the “Jewishness” of the 
life of Jesus.

U.S. TO TAKE PART IN FIRST 
ISRAEL OLYMPIC GAMES IN FALL 


TEL AVIV—The United States will take part in the first 
all-Jewish Olympic Games in the brief history of Israel, it was 


announced this week. 


The World Maccabi Union, sponsor of the tourney, said that 
40 countries have been invited to send entries for the games 


which will run through Oct. 10. 


The games will be held in a stadium, now under construc- 
tion, which will be able to accomodate 30,000 spectators. It will 
be the biggest stadium in the Middle East. 

Other countries accepting the invitation include Canada, 
Argentina, Austria, Eire, Great Britain, France, the Nether- 


lands, India, Switzerland, South 
Tunisia.

U.S. Orthodox Groups 


Deny Interference 

NEW YORK,—(WNS)-—Denial 
that it was interfering in the in- 
ternal affairs of Israel by de- 
manding wider religious educa- 
tion in the immigration camps of 
the new. state, was made here 
by the executive of the United 
Religious Bloc of America. 

Cabling a reply to Israeli Pre- 
mier David Ben Gurion, who last 
week rebuked the group over the 
religious issue, the religious body 
pointed out that it never intended 
threatening the Israeli Govern- 
ment but only to express the 
concern oi religious Jewry over 
the religious conditions in the 
camps. The cable expressed re 
cognition of the Premier’s “ser- 
ious approach to resolve satis- 
factorily the matter of religious 
discrimination against religious 
children in the schools.” At the 
same time the organization also 
pointed out that it had always 
given expression of fullest sup- 
port of the Jewish State and the 
United Jewish Appeal. 


Hechalutz Asks Aid 
In Getting Farms

NEW YORK — The Hechalutz 
{Pioneers for Israel) Organiza- 
tion of America, opening its third 
annual convention here this week, 
issued a special appeal for the 
loan or lease of farm sites for the 
agricultural training of its mem- 
bers. 

Hechalutz officials said that 
while the problem was not on the 
agenda, it was an important back- 
ground factor in the three-day 
convention, which ends Saturday. 

Officials said there was a grow- 
ing lag between the number of 
applicants for agricultural train- 
ing and the ability of Hechalutz to 
provide training sites. The back- 
log reportedly runs into several 
hundred. 

A spokesman said that Hecha- 
lutz now maintains eight training 
farms in upper New York State, 
New Jersey, California and Cana- 
da.

CHICAGO—Agreement was reached this week on a pact be- 
tween Chicago fund leaders and the United "Jewish Appeal for a 


single unified drive this year. 
The agreement ended a six 


months deadlock and the threat 


of a separate campaign by the United Jewish Appeal. 


Chicago officials made a trip 
to New York to meet with UJA 
officials and sign the agreement 
Monday. 

Those representing Chicago 
were Samuel Goldsmith, Jacob 
Arvey, leading Chicago Demo- 
cratic figure, and Reuben L. Free- 
man, chairman of the 1950 Com- 
bined Jewish Appeal. * 

CRISIS BY SLASHES 

The crisis had been provoked 
by a record of constantly greater 
slashes in annual allocations 
from the Chicago drive to the 
UJA. 

The agreement reached this 
week gives the UJA 64 per cent 
of all money up to $6,500,000 col- 
lected in the forthcoming drive. 
On sums above that figure, a 
graduated scale has been worked 
out. 

The UJA also agreed to accept 
a shrinkage fund of five per 
cent, covering collections below 
the $6,500,000 figure. 

DRIVE STARTS SOON 

The drive, which has been de- 
layed during the long struggle, 
will get underWay ‘Shortly. Loéat 
leaders Said the machinery was 
ready but they had held up 
launching of the campaign be- 
cause of the dispute. 

Chicago Zionists, headed by 
President Max Bressler of the 
Chicago Zionist Organization of 
America district, were credited 
with furnishing the _ initiative 
that led to resumption of talks in 
recent weeks, ending in the peace 
settlement. 

The dispute reached a critical 
point last November when top 
UJA officials came to Chicago to 
warn local fund leaders not to 
include the UJA in their fund 
promotion until an agreement 
could be reached on allocations. 

Last week the Chicago, Rabbin- 
ical Association issued an urgent 
appeal to leaders in both Chicago 
and the UJA, warning against a 
dual drive and offering the ser- 
vices of the rabbis in helping to 
achieve an agreement. (Details 
inside). 

MONTOR HITS CHICAGO 

Negotiations were started seri- 


ously after the November warn- 
ing and were on the verge of a 
breakdown several times. In 
January, Henry Montor talked to 
Chicago officials and said that the 
UJA would run a separate cam- 
paign to protect its interests to 
overseas commitments. (NJP 
Jan. 13). 

The difficulty arose from 1949 
allocations to the UJA of $3,797,- 
000, out of total collections of 
$8,700,000. The 1948 drive raised 
$11,000,000 and the UJA received 
$7,400,000. 

The UJA leaders at the No- 
vember meeting said that not 
only did the UJA bear the total 
drop in 1949 funds but also were 
slashed an additional $1,300,000. 

They cited statistics to show 
that in the 1946-1947 drive, when 
a sum close to that of 1949 was 
raised, the UJA received 80 per’ 
cent. In 1949, the UJA was cut 
to 43 per cent,

‘Sword’ Closed When British Cops Say Can’ t Stop Fascist Attacks

officials announced they would not be able to pro- 
tect film-goers from fascist attacks. 

Subsequently, it was announced that the Holly- 
wood-made movie will not be shown anywhere in 
Britain. 

The report was made by Victor Mishcon, chairman 
of the Licensing Control Council, following out- 
bursts of violence created by members of the fascist 
Union movement at the New Gallery Cinema. 

The film depicts the fight of the Jewish under- 
ground against the British Mandatory power in Pal- 
estine. It has been sharply criticized by British news- 
Papers. 

“Certain known fascist elements by organized 
hooliganism ereated a disturbance in the cinema,” 
Mishcon said, according to the Jewish CHRONICLE 
of London. “The police were in attendance having

Mishcon said that Newsom reported that “infor- 
mation had come into the possession of the police 
that there might be serious outbreaks at the next 
performance of the film,, that they were likely to be 
of a nature where there would be a grave risk of 

_ loss of life, that the police could not and would not 
be responsible for safeguarding the audience and 
that the Licensing Council must accordingly accept 
full responsibility for what might occur if action 
were not taken immediately by the Council as li- 
censing authority under its Rules of Management.” 

The official explained that one of the rules pro- 
vides that no film can be shown which may lead to 
disorder. 


“In the light of this urgent intimation by the 
Home Office, the Licensing Council had no alterna- 





taking the action under the Rule of Management, 
and thereby calling on the licensees to cease exhibi- 
tion of the film by reason of the threat of public dis- 
order.” 

Mishcon said that the Licensing Council had not 
banned the showing of the film in London “because 
the Licensing Council will never permit hooliganism 
from whatever quarter it may come, to take the 
place of its censorship in obtaining withdrawal of 
films.” 

“If I may be permitted to say so,” Mishcon added, 
“the film does appear to resurrect memories un- 
pleasant to both sides, which { think His Majesty's 
yovernment and the Israel Government would much 
prefer to try to bury, in the mutual efforts which 
are being made for an understanding between 
them.”

of “Commentary” magazine were defended for the 
first time this week by a spokesman for the Amer: 
ican Jewish Committee, sponsor of the magazine. 

Herbert B. Ehrmann of Boston, a national vice- 
president of the AJ Committee vigorously defended 
the magazine and. rapped “pulpit 
criticisms directed at pews,” a refer- 
ence to several recent sermons by 
rabbis about “Commentary.” 

The most notable of the criticisms 
was one made by Rabbi Milton 
Steinberg of Park Avenue Syna- 
gogue in New York in December. 
Rabbi Steinberg charged that the 
periodical had failed to portray the 
pogitive phases of the American 
Jewish scene, among other alleged on 
sins. STEINBERG 

In a letter to the Boston Jewish ADVOCATE, 
Ehramnn said that in a few years, the magazine 
had won a place beside “such century old classics’’ 
as “Harper’s” and “The Atlantic Monthly.’ 

He contended ‘also that “Commentary” is probably

Ehrmann said it was to be expected that some 
rabbis also would differ with the magazine but that 
on the other hand it “has received the enthusiastic 
acclaim of such noted spiritual leaders as Dr. Nel- 
son Gluek, president of Hebrew Union College; Dr. 
Louis Finkelstein, president of the Jewish Tholog- 
ical Sminary; Rabbi Israel Tabak, president of the 
Rabbinical Council of America and Rabbi Leo 
Baeck.” 

Agreeing that nothing was above criticism, Ehr- 
mann said he doubted “the constructive results of 
pulpit broadsides.” 

He said that such statements were frequently un- 
checked and asserted that a check “would have 
shown that many of the writers so deprecated as 
‘“intellectuals” were in fact distinguished university 
professors and teachers and top-flight writers. 

“Again, if the New York rabbi who started the 
criticism that ‘Commentary’ does not publish enough 
articles by rabbis—an observation one may well 
question—had communicated with the editors, he 
would never have been reminded that he, himself, 
had been aenee to contribute | an end nae

begged off on the ground of being ‘too pvusy.’” 

Ehrmann said that Steinberg also had charged 
that the delay in reviewing Dr. Mordecai Kaplan’s 
latest work “was an indication that the editors had 
no appreciation of its importance. 

“As a matter of fact, the delay was due to the 
fact that Dr. Kaplan himself preferred to wait until 
the book would be reviewed by a particular schol- 
ar. Thus irresponsibility frequently marks criticism 
by oratory.” 

The American Jewish Committee official suggest- 
ed that the proper way to help editors improve their 
magazine is by letters to the staff. 

“Pulpit criticisms directed at pews, however, can 
hardly result in anything constructive,” Ehrmann 
commented. “Unless the congregants are themselves 
close readers of the magazine, they must accept as 
gospel the facts and emphasis given to them from 
the pulpit.” 

He said it would be “deplorable” if the “freedom 
of expression which has distinguished ‘Commentary’ 
were hampered by this kind of agitation or if pub- 
lic support for the best journalistic product in Amer- 
ican Jewish life should be undermined in this fash- 
ion.” 

“Y hope that these results are not intended by this 
unusual form of criticism,” he concluded.

Chicago Rabbis “Offer ! Services 
In Bid To End UJA Deadlock 


CHICAGO—The Chicago Rabbinical Association stepped into 
the deadlocked United Jewish Appeal negotiations here this week 


with an offer of its services to help achieve a workable solution. 
The association, representing the entire Reform and Conserva- 
tive and part of the Orthodox rabbinate - ‘Chleago, acted after UJA 


officials walked out of a meet- 
ing last week at which a com- 
mittee from the Chicago Com- 
bined Jewish Appeal announced 
it had no authority to negotiate. 

Background of the dispute was 
a record of constantly greater 
slashes in annual allocations 
from the Chicago drive to the 
United Jewish Appeal, which 
came to a boiling point last No- 
vember. At that time, a delega- 
tion of top UJA officials told 
Chicago fund leaders not to use 
the UJA appeal in the 1950 drive 
until agreement was reached on 
allocations. 

The Chicago Rabbinical Asso- 
ciation sent its statement to A. G. 
Ballenger, president of the Jew- 
ish Federation of Chicago; Reu- 
ben L. Freeman, chairman of the 
190 Combined Jewish Appeal; 
Harris Perlstein, vice president 
of the Jewish Welfare Board of 
Chicago; Henry Monter, execu- 
tive director of the UJA and Jul- 
ian B. Venezky, chairman of the 
UJA national campaign cabinet. 

The Chicago Rabbinical Asso- 
ciation met to discuss the dead- 
lock Feb, 8, “having heard with 
the deepest disappointment and 
concern the report of failure on 
the part of the Chicago @m.- 
bined Jewish Appeal and the 
United Jewish Appeal to arrive 
at a satisfactory understanding 
for the 1950 campaign.” 

The statement said that the 
association was unanimous in 
complete disapproval of separate 
campaigns in Chicago, a threat 
which developed when Montor 
Said last month that the UJA 
might be compelled to run its 
own drive this year in Chicago. 

The rabbis said that both the 
UJA and the local welfare needs 
would suffer from such a dual 
campaign and that most of ail, 
the unity of Chicago Jewry 
Would be deeply affected, 

“We are convinced that con- 
tinued delay in arriving at an 
agreement will irreparably in- 
jure all concer ned,” the rabbini- 
cal statement read. “We there- 
fore urge both parties to arrive 
at a settlement immediately. The 
Chicago Rabbinical Association 
Stands ready to lend its assist- 
ance to effect an understanding.” 
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Polish Reds Cut 
Emigration To Israel

LONDON—The London press 
reported this week that the Polish 
government, under pressure from 
Jewish Communists, has decided 
to retard immigration of its Jew- 
ish nationals to Israel. 

Only 975, instead of an expect- 
ed 3,500, left Poland during Jan- 
uary. Of the 55,000 Jews remain- 
ing in Poland, 28,000 registered 
for emigration. At the new re: 
duced rate, only 11,000 will be 
able to leave before the August 
deadline on the present relaxation 
of bars to exodus.

Hit by Rabbi as Threat To U.S. Jewish Life

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.—Rabbi Harry Essrig 
of Congregation Emanuel here said this week 
that if ‘the “pernicious habit” of U.S. Jewish 
organizations in inviting non-Jews as speakers 
continued, there was a danger that Jewish lec- 
turers and artists would eventually be driven 
entirely from Jewish forums. 

Writing in the current bulle- 
tin of his congregation, Rabbi 
Essrig said that Jewish ogani- 
zations still do not conduct 
themselves “with sufficient dig- 
nity and respect.” 

He said the practice had be- 
come widespread among reli- 
gious as well as secular organi- 
zations and had become typi- 
cal of all branches of Judaism. 

The rabbi emphasized that he was not 
oppesed to non-Jewish speakers as such, ex- 
plaining that there were many non-Jewish 
intellectual leaders and experts who had some.

“But for the life of me I cannot understand 
why national organizations must depend on 
celebrities in order to entice their constituencies 
or why local groups, who are assured of their 
membership’s response, must provide a plat- 
form for Jew-loving orators to repeat their 
banalities.” 





Reminding his congregation that he was 
“not a narrow Jewish chauvinist, as all of you 
no doubt know,” the Reform rabbi said that 
“T just cannot stomach our failure to make the 
most of our opportunities to educate our peo- 
ple. If we do not provide a forum for Jewish 
artists and speakers, then who will? And why 
should we pay money to have non-Jewish 
orators tell us what nice people we are?” 

Citing among his examples, David Lilienthal, 
Rabbi Essrig asked, “What place does he, a 
non-professing Jew and hardly involved in our 
spiritual dilemmas, have at the celebration of 
a Temple anniversary? Such incidents could 
be multiplied ad infinitum to show where Amer- 
ican Jewry is heading.” 

He warned that U.S. Jewish organizations 
“will gradually read themselves out of existence 
unless they start respecting the men of talent 
in our own ranks, unless they encourage the 
artists and authors in our midst by giving them 
a platform as well as financial assistance, un- 
less they indicate that they have a specific 
function to play in our lives.” 

“Should this pernicious habit continue to 
prevail, there is great danger that it will drive 
away Jewish lecturers and artists from our 
forums and leave the task of stimulating Jew- 
ish life in the hands of non-Jewish politcians, 
professional friends of the Jews and those who 
have but a superficial acquaintance with our 
problems and way of life,” Rabbi Essrig said.

How effectively the Israeli mind had been sat- 
urated by advance ballyhood for this epic is evi- 
denced by a picture of Marta Toren on the back 
page of a recent issue of “Kolnoa” an all-Hebrew $ 
fan magazine, The caption under each picture on Wincelberg 
the back page usually includes the four or five names of readers 
who had requested the picture. There was no room for any list 
of names under Miss Toren’s picture, however. Some 150 readers 
had asked for it, and that certainly rates someone in Universal’s 
Tel Aviv office an “A” for accomplishment. 


“KOLNOA” DID, HOWEVER, WITHOUT any hints of conde 
scension that I could detect, print quotations from the British press’ 
reaction to the picture. Roughly retranslanted into English, the 
Daily GRAPHIC considers it a “degradation of Britain.” .The NEWS 
CHRONICLE observes that “Sword” differs from war-time ant} 
Nazi films only in that it depicted the British as good-natured 
morons, while the Nazis, on the other hand, were represented ag 
brutal morons. A bit of a left-handed compliment, that, one must 
admit. 

Main objection in the English press, though, seemed to be the 
way English military activity was shown as being rather on the 
careless and ineffecfive side. England, apparently, has no objection 
to being cast as the villain, provided you don’t let some of these

Will you share in it by making available farm 
land for them? 


HE Hechalutz Organization of America, 

which is the association of volunteer pio- 
neers to Israel, has issued an appeal for farm 
sites adaptable for agricultural training. The 
POST would consider it an indication of the 
understanding it has sought to build through 
its support of the chalutziut program if a 
reader or readers of this paper were to make 
available some of their property for this pur- 
pose. The farms may be loaned to Hechalutz 
or that organization will lease them. 

The need for additional farms comes as a 
result, we are told, of the growing number 
ot U. S. Jewish applicants who want to emi- 
grate to Israel who, because of lack of space, 
cannot be accommodated on the eight farms 
now operated throughout the United States 
and Canada py Hechalutz.

the issue of brotherhood in America, it did 
starkly show the futility of surface affection. 

Now Jews are responding to brotherhood 
appeals only when the non-Jews of the com- 
munity show an equal interest in the observ- 
ance. Many rabbis are reporting that for the 
first time, they are being asked to participate 
in joint brotherhood services, whereas in for- 
mer years, brotherhood consisted of the rabbi 
asking the minister to occupy his pulpit, and 
the interchange ended there. 

Perhaps this Jewish self-respect has opened 
the eyes of our non-Jewish neighbors. 

Most certainly all Jews are solidly for the 
concept of brotherhood, a concept developed 
and propagated by Jews for all humanity. 

But brotherhood must be a two-way street in 
order to mean anything, and the initiative 
must be on the side of the non-Jewish major- 
ity. 


T is beginning to look as if sanity is return- 

ing to the Jewish group in its outlook on 
Brotherhood Week in particular and on the 
idea of puwhiic expressions of brotherhod in 
general. 

For toc many years, the brotherhood proj- 
ects have been Jewish-sponsored and Jewish- 
initiated, and what is worse, paid for by Jews. 

The futility of this kind of brotherhood 
should have been clearly understod but at that 
time, the entire Jewish conception of good re- 
Jations with non-Jews was for the Jews to be 
as obsequicus, as little seen and as “good” as 
possible. What’s more, some of our national 
Jewish organization were sponsors of this kind 
of “brotherhood.”

THE REMARKABLE develop- 
ments at the meeting last Sun- 
day of the National Administra- 
tive Council of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America have great im- 
port for American and World 
Ziohism in that they may mark 
a turning point in the Zionist ca- 
reer of Dr. Abba Hille] Silver. 

There is no questioning the fact 
that Dr. Silver (and his two co- 
horts, Dr. Emanuel Neumann and 
Jacques Torcyzner) suffered a 
grave reversal. 


The word went around New 
York that opponents of Presi- 
dent Daniel Frisch were out to 
get him, but good. The POST had 
reported the growing coolness be- 
tween Mr. Frisch and Drs. Silver 
and Neumann. In fact, although 
they endorsed Mr. Frisch’s candi- 
dacy finally for the presidency of 
the ZOA last year, they did so on- 
ly when their hand was forced. 
You may recall the report in he 
POST on the secret meeting ‘n 
New York several months before 
the ZOA convention, attended by 
Mr. Torezyner and Dr. Neumann, 
at which plans were laid to 
thwart Mr. Frisch’s drive for the 
presidency. 

Be that as it may, at the Man- 
hattan Zionist Region $100 din- 
ner for Dr. Silver commemorat- 
ing the United Nations partition 
decision, both Mr. Torczyner and 
Dr. Silver took unveiled pot shots 
at Mr. Frisch and his program. 
The POST reported this unfriend- 
liness. 

According to my best informa- 
tion the Frisch forces made no 
advance preparation before .the 
meeting of the ZOA Administra- 
tive Council, although they had 
been advised, as I related above, 
that the first open and concerted 
attack on Mr. Frisch was going to 
take place. 

One of the most astute politi- 
cians in the Zionist organization 
told me Snat the reaction to Dr. 
Neumann’s bitter condemnation 
of Frisch at the Sunday meeting 
was entirely spontaneous. Seven 
or eight Zionists from all parts 
of the country rose to throw the 
charges back at Dr. Neumann 
that Mr. Frisch was ignoring the 
two past ZOA presidents. 

A close personal friend of Mr. 
Frisch had told me that he 
drafted a letter to Dr. Silver fol- 
lowing Mr. Frisch’s election, in 
which Mr. Frisch frankly told Dr. 
Silver that he intended to be 
president in fact as well as in 
name, and that while he wanted 
Dr. Silver’s cooperation, he 
would not tolerate interference. 
Although I had no reason to 
doubt. this story, I couldn’t really 
bring myself around to believing 
it and of course even today, I 
don’t know how authentic it is. 

In checking with another mem- 
ber of the Administrative Coun- 
cil, I learned that the rebukes to 
Dr. Neumann were planned, but 
not until Sunday morning. Those 
who did rise to defend Mr. 
Frisch were doing so by pre- 
arrangement. That sounds more 
like the kind of planning Mr. 
Frisch has so far displayed him- 
self capable of in political man- 
euvering. 

But you can take either ver- 
Sion. 

Dr. Silver’s speech was clever 
and not unfriendly, although he 
took issue with Mr. Frisch on 
various points. Dr. Silver sought 
to avoid the deefat which he 
suffered but it is clear by this 
time that Dr. Silver’s fortunes in 
Zionism are lower now than at 
any other time I can recall. 

After Dr. Silver's talk, and the 
vote, which was unanimous, 
Louis Lipsky rose to defend his 
American Zionist Council, which 
Neumann and Silver had ex- 
coriated for inaction and inepti- 
tude.

your editorial of January 27th 
_“The Center Neglects Jewish 
Culture?”—came as a distinct 
shock as I considered the Nation- 
al Jewish Post a proponent of 
responsible journalism. 

You state that only one Jewish 
activity was listed by our Center 
jn its mid-winter schedule of 
adult activities in the Buffalo Jew- 
jsh Review. From a mere list of 
titles of activities, you editoralize 
and condemn! 

A responsible managing editor 
might have delved a little more 
deeply into the actual content of 
these activities before casting a 
slur first, and then, graciously 
inviting “some clarification from 
Buffalo.” 


We hope your editor doesn’t 
make a practice of looking for 
Jewish content by perusing for 
titles with the word “Jewish”. 
In Center work, we consider that 
practice as arid and mechanical 
a way of evaluating Jewish con- 
tent as the counting of clay 
menorahs in our craft shops. 


Since this does seem to be your 
chief criterion, you might have 
familiarized yourself with other 
recent issues of the Buffalo Jew- 
ish Review.

The Editor's Chair 
(continued from preceding page) 
as reported in the papers for 
those who did vote, who of course 
included Dr. Silver, who _ sec- 
onded the action.

All of these titles inelude the 
word “Jewish” and, therefore, 
will probably satisfy your limit- 
ed interpretation of “Jewish Cul- 
ture”. But how about the other 
adjective-less adult activities— 
the ones you seem to write off 
as devoid of Jewish culture? 
While it is true that there is 
no such thing as playing Jewish 
basketball, there are many crea- 
tive Jewish values to be derived 
from a great majority of the other 
activities. These values are daily 
being demonstrated by our staff 
in their conscious efforts to stim- 
ulate our rich Jewish heritage 
and contemporary Jewish move- 
ments. 

Let us look at some of these 
activities that seem to have elud- 
ed your “alert” editor. “Making 
the Most of the Middle Years”, 
the World Since World War II”, 
and “Inter-cultural Relationships 
in Buffalo”, are three different 
discussion groups that were list- 
ed. In one case, the moderator 
in psychiatrist, in another, a his- 
tory professor in a iocal univer- 
sity and in the third case, the Ex- 
ecutive Director of our Regiona] 
B'nai Brith Anti-Defamation offi- 
ce. The composition of each of 
these three groups is totally Jew- 
ish and the moderators are all 
Jewish, selected not only because 
of their expertness in these fields, 
but because they have demon- 
strated their ability to relate 
subjects to specific Jewish needs 
and values. The same applies to 
our course in “Musical Apprecia- 
tion’’ where the instructor, who 
directs a choir in one of our 
local temples, consciously relates 
his subject to Jewish Music as a 





mine. And he won’t be able to 
count on ZOA support, as long 
as Mr. Frisch holds the reins. 
Does this mean the end of the 
influence of Dr. Silver in Zion- 
ism for the next few years, if 
not for longer? It does, except 
for one possibility. Dr. Silver 
still commands the support of 
the rank and file of the ZOA and 
could very possibly recapture the 
organization from the Frisch 
supporters. That means winning 
the next ZOA convention, set for 
this June in a midwest city. 
But conventions—as both Dr. 
Silver and Daniel Frisch know— 
are not won by fiery speeches. 
The delegates are pledged, if not

Are all of these programs 
growing out of expressed needs 
of our Jewish membership, de- 
void of Jewish culture? 


Do we have to labor the point 
that Jewish people who come to 
Jewish Centers to share experi- 
ences together, can in the very 
process, create Jewish content? 


Do we have to “clarify” the 
Center’s basic prineiples of en- 
riching group experiences, not 
merely by offering courses with 
Jewish titles—but by creatively 
introducing Jewish values into 
the rest of the informal educa- 
tional, and social programs? 

I suggest that your managing 
ecitor document future editorials 
on the Jewish Center movement 
with personal field trips in order 
to observe first hand its unique 
methods of creating and perpet- 
uating Jewish culture and values.

He was publisher of “Hatoren,” 
a Hebrew periodical and honorary 
chairman of “Bitzaron,” a He- 
brew monthly. He was active in 
more than a dozen Zionist, educa- 
tional and welfare Jewish organ- 
izations.

For Hearing On Knickerbocker

NEW YORK—tThe plea of foes of Prof. William E. Knicker- 
bocker for formal charges against him on grounds of anti-Semitic 


bias was rejected this week by 
Education Commissioner. 

The four-year fight against 
teacher was carried to state offi- 
cials by the American Jewish 
Congress, U. S. Jewish civie de- 
fense agency ;the Hille] Founda- 
tion of uptown CCNY, and two 
teachers Dr. Pedro Bah-y-Rita and 
Dr. Elliot H. Pollinger. 

Spaulding also refused to di- 
rect the New York City Board 
of Higher Education to restore 
names of the two teachers to the 
promotion list. 

The original complaint devel- 
oped April 9, 1945, when four 
members of the CCNY Depart- 
ment of Romance Languages, 
which Knickerbocker heads ,sent 
a letter to Dr. Harry N. Wright, 
CCNY president, to be sent to 
the Board of Higher Education. 

In the letter the four members 
charged that foes of Knicker- 
bocker “have for at least seven 
years been subpected to continual 
harassment and what looks very 
much like discrimination.” 

Eight months later, the Board 
of Higher Education unanimous- 
ly adopted a report of a special 
committee rejecting the charge of 
the four teachers. 

Later the American Jewish 
Committee and the Hillel Found- 
ation asked the N.Y. city council 
special committee to investigate 
the charges. After lengthy hear- 
ings, the special committee rec- 
ommended that Knickerbocker 
be asked to apply for retirement 
and that he be relieved of his 
duties if he refused to do so. 

The committee also recom- 
mended that the names of the 
two teachers be restored to the 
promotion list. 

The Board of Higher Educa- 
tion then opened a new study of 
the case but decided that there 
was “no proper reason” for a 
new investigation. 

Last spring, a series of student 
strikes and demonstrations de- 
veloped at CCNY ,with one case 
of picketing ending in the arrest 
of more than a dozen students, 
none of whom were jailed. 

The fight was then carried to 
Spaulding, who this week issued 
his statement refusing to order 
the N.Y. Board of Higher Edu- 
cation to open a full-scale public 
hearing. 

Dr. Spaulding said that “the 
matter of unprofessional conduct 
on the part of Prof. Knicker- 
bocker was explicity considered 
and the board determined that

“It should be noted that the 
board committee explicitly stated 
that it had found some evidence 
of ‘loose talk.’ It should be noted 
further that the committee con- 
demned such talk as ‘not worthy 
of scholars.’ In othear words the 
committee definitely stated that 
it had found evidence of conduct 
unbecoming members of the fa- 
culty.” 

Dr. Ordway Tead, chairman of 
the Board of Higher Education, 
hailed the statement. 

“The board made painstaking 
and exhaustive investigations into 
the allegation of anti-Semitism 
procedures in the Department 
of Romance Languages at City 
College,” he said. “Its findings 
that the evidence did not support 
the allegations has now been cone 
firmed by Commissioner Spald- 
ing.”
